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1. Since the withdrawal of , Field Army units from Shihch'i and Chun¢shan, the 
only military forces in the area are a detachment of the Kvangtunp-Kyvancsi 
Column and the 1 Battalion of the Pearl Iiver Delta Public Security Foree, 


2 Commnist authorities of Shihch'i are concerned about their. small foree and 
the possibility of guerrilla attacks. The defense conmender and the chicf 
of molice of Shihch'4 have iscsucd a joint oreclamation to the effect that 
starting 28 Sestenber 1950 a curfew will be strictly enforced from midnight 
to 5 a.m, and no persons will be allowed on the streets during that time. 
Searches of residences have been carricd out and gun positions set w ab 
reac junctions near the city. 
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
